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Overbrook Makes History 


By M. S. PRESCOTT 


of Essex, New Jersey, furnishes a striking illustra- 

tion of the possibilities of the Holstein breed as a 
sound investment for public institutions. Located at Cedar 
Grove, New Jersey, only 20 miles from the bright lights of 
Broadway and 42d Street, in a county that is strictly urban 
in character, the success that has been wrought at Over- 
prook is all the more phenomenal and should prove an 
object lesson for other institutions with available land and 
lower costs of farming operations. The Overbrook herd 
of 180 pure bred Holsteins is maintained on a farm of only 
sixty acres and in a section of high feed and labor costs. 
Yet by sound management the project has paid its way 
from the start, has fulfilled its primary purpose of supply- 
ing the 2,600 patients (mental disorders) and 500 em- 
ployees with milk of better quality than would be avail- 
able on the general market and at a substantial saving in 
cost. So much in general terms for the practical value of 
Overbrook to the tax-payers of this county of a million 
population. It is a fine testimonial to the practical every- 
day superiority of the pure bred Holstein cow. 


There is another angle of the picture in favor of the 
pure breds. While it might be possible (though we have 
never seen an instance of it) to assemble and breed up 
a herd of grade Holsteins that would duplicate their aver- 
age of over 13,000 lbs. per cow on about 100 cows, Over- 
brook, according to Herd Supt. Mark Keeney, has repaid 
the entire initial investment in the herd through sales of 
surplus pure bred stock—mostly bull calves. This 
amounted to some $25,000, and has been absorbed in a 
period of about seven and a half years. 

To Mark Keeney, who has been in charge of the Over- 
brook Dairy since 1923, goes chief 
credit for these splendid results, but 
he would be the first to insist upon 
equal credit being given to the Board 
of Freeholders who have consistently 
backed him up in his sound program 
of herd development. Mark Keeney 
is one of the bright minds in the Hol- 
stein fraternity. A product of a 
Pennsylvania farm, he graduated with 
honors from Penn State, winning the 
Jersey scholarship on the judging 
team at the National, and with this 
help taking advanced work under 
Eckles at Missouri. So as some of our 
Holstein scholarship winners have 
later achieved distinction with the 
other breeds (including Karl Musser, 
Guernsey secretary; George Cooper, 
manager of a leading Jersey herd—C. 
L. Burlingham, former Ayrshire secre- 
tary, etc.), here we get back part of 
our compensation. After a tough ex- 
Perience in the Great War, Mark re- 
turned somewhat broken in health 
and upon Dr. Eckles’ recommendation 
took the job of extension dairyman

with the New Jersey College. So thoroughly did he make 
good here that when the County of Essex decided, through 
the help of the college, to reorganize its dairy program on 
a sounder basis, Mark Keeney was drafted to take charge 
of it. That was in 1928—and now—less than eight years 
later—we find Overbrook recognized as one of the leading 
successful breeding establishments of the country, and a 
model for other public institutions to pattern after. 


The foundation animals were purchased at a most favor- 
able time from the buyer’s standpoint. Mr. Keeney had to 
spend some time in Ohio and it was to northeastern Ohio 
that he went to buy his foundation. Many a long mile he 
drove, picking up the tops from the best farmer herds of 
the section, and to head the herd, he selected the bull, 
King Sweet 298490, a choice lot of his young daughters 
coming along with him. King Sweet was from the great 
producing cow, Windsor Sweet Butter Maid, with three 
7-day records of 33 to 35 lbs. butter, a cow of remarkable 
type and particularly pleasing in -udder conformation. His 
sire, King Johanna Fayne Segis, was one of Ohio’s most 
noted sires (bred in New Jersey) with 73 A. R. O. daugh- 
ters, a son of King Fayne Segis from a 925-lb. fat daughter 
of Johanna Rue 3d’s Lad. The early confidence placed in 
King Sweet (who is still in active service as senior herd 
sire) was abundantly justified by later developments. He 
now has 28 A. R. daughters of which 21 have made long- 
time records up to over 28,000 lbs. milk and 952 lbs. fat. 
His daughters have likewise won high honors in the show 
ring, a two-year-old being grand champion female at Tren- 
ton Fair last year and being selected as Reserve All- 
American 2-year-old heifer for 1930. King Sweet has the 
honor of being one of the first Gold Medal sires of the 
breed. His 27 daughters scored com- 
prised one Excellent, 10 Very Good 
and 16 Good, with none in the two 
lower classifications. His most fa- 
mous daughter from a production 
standpoint is Chesney Belle Sweet 
678000, who in her first six lactations 
has produced 146,184.9 lbs. milk, 
4,836.5 lbs. fat or an average of 806.1 
lbs. fat, 24,364.2 lbs. milk. This 6-year 
average for milk production has been 
exceeded only by Tilly Alcartra and 
is thus higher than for any cow of any 
breed now living. Her 6-year average 
for fat production has been exceeded 
only by Bess Johanna Ormsby, 
Traverse Colantha Walker, Tilly Al- 
cartra and N. P. Segis Gerben Re- 
Becky. Of these, only Traverse Coa- 
lantha Walker started her sixth lacta- 
tion at so young an age—S8 years, 8 
months. Chesney Belle Sweet now at 
nearly ten years of age is starting out 
on her seventh consecutive record 
milking nearly 100 lbs. a day—so her 
history for life time production still 
holds developments of interest. Her 
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BELL FARM SUZONE 517606

highest record was made in her sixth lactation—28,199.6 
lbs. milk, 952.1 lbs. fat. She has qualified for a ten-months 
record in the same lactation of approximately 836 lbs. fat 
and 25,000 lbs. milk. This record is not yet officially re- 
ported but will be a new State Record for New Jersey. 

The highest record thus far completed at Overbrook 
is that of Chesney Freda Lothian, one of the original foun- 
dation cows, with 1,036.9 lbs. fat, 26,478.2 lbs. milk, averag- 
ing 850 lbs. fat for four years work. Chesney Belle Loth- 
ian, a maternal sister of Chesney Belle Sweet, has made 
three records above 800 lbs. fat (up to 897.7 lbs. fat). 
These two maternal sisters together have ten records av- 
eraging over 800 lbs. fat—perhaps an unequalled per- 
formance. Two of the choicest individuals in the herd 
today are the grand old show ring winner, Frindaella 
Elkindale Ormsby (825.2 lbs. fat) and her daughter, Queen 
Ann Frindaella Oakwood (834 lbs. fat). Speckled Segis is 
another now completing her third 800-lb. fat record, while 
Essex Pontiac Sweet Lothian, another daughter of King 
Sweet, has three records averaging over 800 lbs. fat. 
Another outstanding member of the herd is Bessie Retta 
Netherland, an “Excellent” cow with 911 lbs. fat. Her son 
by King Sweet is being retained as one of the Junior herd 
sires. 


Mr. Keeney states that there are now in the herd two 
cows above 900 lbs. fat; five above 880 lbs. fat (1,100 lbs. 
butter); nine above 800 lbs. fat (averaging 870 lbs. fat); 
sixteen above 700 lbs. fat (averaging 810 lbs. fat) and 
thirty-five cows and heifers with records averaging over 
700 lbs. fat. From the foregoing information, it will be 
inferred that a fairly constant program of official testing 
has been carried on. This is the fact. Since the first rec- 
ord was completed at Overbrook in May 1924, 92 cows and 
heifers in the herd have made records as follows: 

160 records above 500 lbs. fat 
95 records above 600 lbs. fat 
57 records above 700 lbs. fat 
30 records above 800 lbs. fat

Two-thirds of these records, according to Mr. Keeney, 
were made by heifers, many in Class C and in the 305-day 
division. Something of the relative standing of this work, 
in comparison with other herds, may be found in the fact 
that during the past five years, Overbrook has constantly 
placed well up in total Honor List points won, ranking 
second in the United States for total winnings in the 5- 
year period. At the present time between 35 and 40 cows 
and heifers are being carried in semi-official test. 

The records at Overbrook are made on a very sound 
and practical basis of year after year production. No 
attempt is made to get the highest possible yield in one 
lactation by any means that will likely impair a cows 
future usefulness. The large number of cows with two, 
three, four and five successive yearly records indicate that 
the cows are tested and records recorded regardless of 
whether all the conditions are at the best. Further the 
high percentage of cows qualifying in the 305-day division 
is in line with their policy of “A calf and a record every 
year”. No box stalls are available for test cows, all rec- 
ords being made in stanchions or tie stalls. The four- 
time-a-day milkers are milked by one man in the day time. 
and by another man at night, further every eighth day and 
every eighth night a relief man does the milking of these 
cows. Yet withall the Overbrook records stand up with 
those of any herd in the country. Given good feed, care 
and management it is not essential to have the last word 
in every facility. Success is to the man who goes ahead 
and does things in spite of numerous obstacles. 


That Mr. Keeney was successful in selecting a founda- 
tion of unusual producing ability is evident not only from 
the official records they have made, but also from the fact 
that the herd average for the first year of pure bred Hol- 
stein operation was 12,000 lbs. milk per cow. The average 
for 1929 was 13,479 lbs. (1930 figures not yet available),

each year. In 1929, the herd was run in the 
Herd Test of the Holstein-Friesian Association, 
86 cows and heifers averaging 13,479 lbs. milk, 
s. fat. 

— policy of herd development has been 
carried consistently forward through this pro- 
gram of continual extensive Advanced Regis- 
try testing; limited show ring activities, and 
continuous advertising in the breed paper. 
From this, it will be seen that they have stuck 
rather closely to fundamentals of proven worth 
in the business development of the breeding 
institution. Customers for Overbrook Hol- 
steins have been found in many states and 
foreign countries, including Porto Rico, Argen- 
tine, Ecuador and Chile. 

We have mentioned King Sweet, the senior 
herd sire. Sharing principal honors with him 
is Bell Farm Suzone, a son of North Star 
Ozone Champion out of Bell Farm Susie, fa- 
mous daughter of “White Susie” by King 
Mabel Segis Korndyke. Another son of this 
same dam has recently been selected by Dun- 
loggin and John A. Bell, Jr. The success 
which ‘‘Suzone” is making as a sire may con- 
eivably have had something to do with their 
decision. It was the privilege of the writer 
to spend a morning at Overbrook recently— 
and of all the interesting things I saw—with 
the possible exception of the “Sweet” two- 
year-old that was Reserve All-American—these 
Suzone heifers interested me most. None of 
them are yet in milk—but for type those calves 
and yearlings certainly look like the real 
thing—and such uniformity! There’s going to 
be something to watch here. ‘“Suzone” him- 
self, in his every day clothes, is far from a 
show bull, but the show ring will hear his 
name a plenty in coming years through his 
-offspring—if we are not badly mistaken. Sev- 
eral younger bulls are being brought along for 
development and use (King Sweet is eleven 
and cannot be expected to last for ever). One 
of these, whose name, Jim Dandy, indicates a 
‘bit of race horse blood is the one who selected 
the name, came recently from W. S. Moscrip’s 
North Star Farm at Lake Elmo, Minn., and 
carries an inheritance that justifies the highest 
expectations. The others are all Overbrook- 
bred and include sons and grandsons of King 
Sweet from high record dams that have been 
carefully selected for those characteristics that 
Mark Keeney has been building into the Over- 
brook herd. So while the past seven years 
have held much of interest at Overbrook— 
they still have plenty to look forward to, as 
these young bulls develop and are mated with 
the Overbrook bred females of very similar 
blood lines. 

The herd was among the first to be given 
a type rating under the Selective Plan of the 
Holstein-Friesian Association of America. One 
hundred females of milking age made up the 
herd at that time and they were rated as 
follows:

The Good Plus Class was not instituted until 
after this inspection had been made. The herd 
would doubtless have made an even better 
showing except for the production demands of 
the hospital, which has held back to some ex- 
tent as rigid a culling for type as Supt. Keeney 
‘would have made under other circumstances. 
The plant at Overbrook is modest, but prac- 
tical and the whole project has been carried 
forward in a manner that has earned the en- 
thusiastic support of press and public alike in 
Essex County. To the many other counties 
throughout the country which are maintaining 
dairy herds to supply the needs of their unfor- 
tunate we might well say, with Amos and 
Andy—“Let that be a lesson to you’—.

have adopted a policy at the farm of testing as many 

of our 2year-old heifers as possible on three-times-a- 
day milking in order to give to all of our pedigrees a good 
yearly record, in all generations. 

After making this first record the animal is handled 
simply as any dairy cow and not tested further until she 
usually is 5 or 6 years old. A few are run as 3 and 4-year- 
olds, however. This is decided upon when the cows 
freshen at these ages, and the cow is run for 
her second test period at a time when we 


A S an introduction to this article would state that we 


drying themselves off, even after using the above method, 
The handling of such a cow is somewhat different than 
that already stated. We have illustrations of this kind on 
our hands most all the time and all of them, handled as 
we are outlining, have done very nicely. These cows for 
example, were milking from 50 to 60 pounds a day when 
we started drying them off. We would give them approxi- 
mately 90 days in order to dry them off and fit them, 
knowing the difficulty we would have with them. We 

tried drying them off as outlined above but 





consider she apparently promises to reach 
her maximum production. During the inter- 
vening periods—that is, when the heifer or 
cow is a three-year-old and a 4-year-old, they 
simply freshen with common good care hav- 
ing been given them previous to the freshen- 
ing period, and are carried on in our regular 
milk strings, no testing being done at these 
ages, as a rule. This will explain several 
things in the articles that are to follow which 
might otherwise seem somewhat hard to 
understand. 


The Pregnant Heifer 


Beginning with the heifer when she is 
well along in calf, as a senior yearling (which

we try to have them freshen at 26 or 27 
months) we believe that this period of 3 or 
4 months just previous to her dropping her first calf is 
one of the most important periods of her whole career and 
it is during this period that we aim to give these heifers 
the best care possible. We usually put them into the barn 
at around 60 days before freshening. Previous to that 
time they have been cared for in a manner to effect the 
most satisfactory growth. The fitting period then really 
starts 60 to 90 days before freshening on a 2-year-old 
heifer. From then on she is fed very similarly to the way 
we feed the mature cow that we are fitting excepting that 
she is fed in smaller quantities. 


After explaining the drying off process on mature cows 
we will carry the two classes together giving the rations 
and methods of fitting for both. 

Drying Off 

As to our method of drying off cows, would state that 
we believe this is one of the very important things in a 
cow’s career, which is, as a rule, neglected to a greater or 
less extent. It is a time when a great of loss can occur 
through improper handling, causing loss of quarters and 
lack of proper balance in the udders. The cows are taken 
out of the milk strings and are brought into the drying off 
barn at about 75 days before freshening. For a few days 
the grain is largely taken away from these cows. In this 
way the animal is started down in her milk and with the 
exception of very persistent producers no trouble is had 
in getting the cow properly dried off. Our method is to 
allow the cow’s udder to fill, usually skipping one milk- 
ing, but watching her very closely and relieving the udder 
as it is found necessary. When we milk then, providing 
the udder is sound, we do not milk them entirely dry, be- 
lieving that this discourages the cow to produce milk. 
This is the time when you must be very careful to see 
that no thickness appears in the milk and no swelling in 
the cow’s udder. Should either of these appear it is very 
necessary that she be milked out often until this condition 
disappears. Soon she will apparently start down in her 
milk and when you notice that she is on a marked decline, 
the grain can begin lightly with such a cow as a rule. 


Hard Cases 


However, more and more as we develop large producers 
we find difficulty in getting the real good cows to start

this apparently did not reduce their flow 
materially but pulled the meat off their backs 
so that they were continuing to milk heavily 
and lose flesh—two conditions which we 
naturally want to avoid in a good cow we 
are planning to test. Accordingly, we have 
found that we can get results with them by 
allowing these cows to go a week or ten days 
without grain, thereby cutting down their 
milk flow considerably but at the same time 
with little loss of flesh. Then, when they do 
not seem to want to dry up further, but are 
down to quite an extent in milk, we come on 
suddenly with the grain feeding, starting 
them in at once with 15 to 20 pounds of 
grain per day, fed in 3 feedings, being sure 
with the that this maximum amount of grain is started 
up in one day and not strung over several 
days. You, no doubt, will realize that this 
large grain feeding fed quickly at a time when the cow’s 
flow is low, will increase the milk flow a little, but not to 
the extent that it would increase the flow should the grain 
feeding be brough on gradually, thereby allowing the cow’s 
system again. By doing this we have found that we can 
put these heavy producing cows back on a large grain 
ration which will fit them in good shape for test but not 
materially increase their milk flow. From then on these 
cows are carried on heavy feed and we continue to try 
to get them stone dry (sometimes not being successful 
even with this method, in getting them entirely dry), but 
we are able to get these cows in good shape before fresh- 
ening in spite of their tendency to milk heavily. 

We now have the cows dry or practically so, ready to 
fit, and the 2-year-old heifers ready to prepare for making 
a record. 


The grain mixture used for this purpose would consist 
of 700 pounds bran, 300 pounds ground oats, 200 pounds 
hominy, 300 pounds oil meal, 500 pounds barley, 20 pounds 
salt, 10 pounds charcoal and 20 pounds of mineral mix- 
ture. At present prices this mixture will cost $32.00 per 
ton. If you do not have hominy, you can substitute the 
same amount of corn meal. Furthermore we feel that 
molasses is a very desirable feed for fitters and this can 
be added at the rate of 1 to 2 pounds pew day, per head. 


Two-Year-Olds 


The 2-year-old heifers are gradually brought up to about 
14 pounds per day per heifer, while the mature cows re- 
ceive about 18 pounds when we are preparing them for 
test. This feed is fed in 3 equal feedings at three equal 
periods through the day, and the proper amount for a 
single feeding is put into a truck mixed with warm water, 
approximately 2 pounds (pints) of water being added to 1 
pound of grain. This warm mash is allowed to set from 
20 to 30 minutes before it is fed to the animals. In addi- 
tion to this they receive ensilage twice a day. The en- 
silage is fed at the rate of about 25 to 30 pounds per cow 
per day. They also receive whatever alfalfa hay they will 
consume in two feedings. This feeding continues until 
approximately ten days before the animal freshens, and 
the skill of fitting the animals properly naturally rests 
with the man fitting the cow for it is up to him to analyze 
her capacity and see that she receives the proper amount 
of feed. Ten days before freshening, the feed is gradually 
reduced and just before freshening entirely taken away 
and instad light feedings of chopped roots and warm bran 
mashes are fed to the cow to have her in proper laxative 
condition at the time of freshening. 

Fitting cows as we have suggested has been found very 
beneficial in putting cows in shape for making records.

1153960 appears in the latest A. R. re- 
port with a year record of 848.3 Ibs. 
fat (1060 lbs. butter) from 25,213.8 lbs. 
milk at the age of three years, six 
months and nineteen days. Her own- 
er advises that she qualified for the 
305-day division, with a record of 756.6 
Ibs. fat (945.75 lbs. butter) from 22,- 
782.7 lbs. milk, breaking the Wisconsin 
State Record for senior three-year-olds 
in the ten months division by a sub- 
stantial margin for both fat and milk. 
In fact her record ranks third for fat 
in this division and age class in the 
country and second for milk. She is 
a daughter of King Segis Alcartra 
Prilly from a Creator dam, and as her 
name and breeding indicates, was bred 
and developed by Pabst Farms, Oco- 
nomowoc, Wis. Her last calf was a 
bull weighing 140 pounds and sired 
by Carnation Sensation. 





Sub. Division B Champ. 

Echo Waldorf Clyde 170104 C. H. B. 
recently announced as the new 
World’s Champion two-year-old 
on twice-a-day milking in the year- 
ly division. Her figures at the age of 
2 years, 350 days, are reported offi- 
cially as 714 lbs. fat (892.5 lbs. butter) 
from 21,064 lbs. milk. It is interest- 
ing to note that the displaced cham- 
pion is her sister, Teake Waldorf 
164065 C., with 710 lbs. fat. Both 
heifers are owned by Hemlock Park 
Farms, Kingston, Ont., where the new 
champion is now on test in three-year- 
old form, milked three times a day, 
and producing heavily with high test. 
The other sister, who is dam of the 
Hemlock Park junior herd sire, is con- 
sidered a great prospect for later de- 
velopment. 


An Old Timer Passes 


Colantha Lefa May 253998 died last 
fall at the age of 17 years and 15 
days, shortly after winning grand 
championship at the Chautauqua Coun- 
ty Fair. She has made four Class C 
records, on strictly two-time milking 
for the entire periods, averaging 487.8 
Ibs. fat and with an average test for 
the four records of over four per cent. 
Three of the four records were in the 
305-day division and the last one was 
at ten years old. Year after year she 
has produced above 400 lbs. fat in C. 
‘T. A. In her lifetime she has pro- 
duced fourteen calves. She was bred 
and owned until her death by G. S. 
Cowles & Son, Ashville, N. Y., who 
have two of her daughters that are 
milking over 70 lbs. a day, one in her 
fifth month and the other in her 
fourth. The older of these daughters 
led the C. T. A. producers of the state 
of New York for milk in September 
and the younger led their own local 
association in November, according to 
Mr. Cowles. She was a granddaugh- 
ter of Dutchland Colantha Sir Inka, 
being sired by one of his greatest sons, 
Sir Colantha Lefa. 
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A Logical Law 


ONGRESSMAN CULKIN has introduced a bill (H. R. 
i 3868) to prohibit the use of butter substitutes in all 

Government institutions. This bill covers the ground 

concisely and comprehensively and reads as follows: 

“To promote the public health of all who are engaged 
in the service or defense of the United States in the 
Army and Navy and all of the Government, and to en- 
courage the dairy industry in the interest of general 
welfare. 

“Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representa-— 
tives of the United States of America in Congress 
assembled, That on or after the passage of this Act no 
money appropriated by Act of Congress for the support or 
subsistence of any ward, officer or employee of the United 
States Government, civil or military or naval, or any dis- 
abled soldier, sailor, or marine in any hospital, or other 
institution maintained by the Government or under con- 
tract with the Government or student or teacher in any 
educational institution maintained by or on behalf of the 
Government, shall be used to purchase oleomargarine, 
filled milk, or other substitutes for butter or other dairy 
products.” 


This bill is now pending before the Committee on Agri- 
culture of the House and a hearing has been promised 
within the near future. There seems to be a great deal 
of sentiment for the passage of such a measure and it has 
the vigorous backing of representatives of the various 
dairying and farming groups. Its sponsor is hopeful that 
action may be secured upon it in the present session, fol- 
lowing the one by Congressman Brigham seeking to tax all 
butter substitutes 10 cents a pound regardless of what 
ingredients are used in their manufacture. 

Certainly there is no logic in our Government agencies 
supporting as they do the program for the larger use of 
butter and dairy products and then using oleomargarine 
instead of butter in certain of its institutions, while at the 
same time protesting its desire to help agriculture. Con- 
gressman Culkin in the preamble of his bill places it upon 
the broad basis of public health of those for whom the 
Government is responsible, and the encouragement of an 
industry of vital interest to the general welfare. These 
grounds are well chosen and certainly the advocates of 
such a bill will have the logic of the situation all on their 
side. It should have been enacted in the law long 
before this. 


Courage 
An Editorial by H. R. Lascelles 

ITH prices for our products materially lower at 
W this time than for many months, there is a tend- 

ency on the part of some to become discouraged, 
to cut down every expense possible by refusing to sign 
up in the cow testing association, refusing to take an 
active part in their breed association, stinting their cows, 
or in many other ways desperately trying to conserve 
their resources. In such times we often get a distorted 
conception of actualities. We do not think clearly because 
we are faced with a condition that requires immediate 
solution. True it is that the spread between the cost of 
production and the price received is not much and true 
it is that every effort toward efficiency should be em- 
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ployed, but dropping out of cow testing association work, 
failing to take an interest in your breed associations’ ae. 
tivities, stinting on feed, and things of this kind are the 
opposite of efficiency. They are exactly the things not 
to do. 

The foresighted breeder will keep on making records, 
not only in cow testing association work, but he wil} 
seize the opportunity presented at this time to do officia} 
and semi-official testing work. Last month’s issue of thig 
letter dealth with the value of semi-official work. The 
man who is thinking clearly will not stint his cows on 
feed, but will cull out his unprofitable ones closer than 
ever by remaining in cow testing association work and 
intelligently using the figures he derives from this work. 

This is no time to throw up our hands and quit. Thege 
are times when the fortunes of tomorrow are built. No. 
man ever made money buying at the peak and selling in 
times like these, but those who buy when conditions are 
bad find their investment increasing as conditions get 
better. The past fifty years have shown the intelligent 
farmer that no phase of agriculture is as good a bet one 
year with another as dairying with good cows, and that 
means Holsteins. Butter stocks are lower by more than 
20,000,000 pounds than they were this time last year and 
the outlook for the industry is not hopeless by any means, 

Keep up the registrations. Keep out the boarder cow. 
Reduce the overhead consistently. Feed according to 
production, and use a good Holstein bull. Stay with the 
cooperative creamery. Stay with the cow testing assgo- 
ciation and the breed association. Courage and faith in 
the Holstein cow will surely bring its own reward. A 
great financier once said that the crowd is always wrong. 
Be not with the crowd, but do your own thinking. 


Rodger Babson Says 


HERE is probably no statistician and business prog- 

I nosticator whose words carry quite the weight which 

the general public accords Roger Babson. On this 

account, we were especially interested in reading an in- 

terview with him published in the February number of 
The Country Home. 

Roger Babson’s view is that as the farmer was almost 
the first victim to go into the business hospital, he will 
be the first one to come out. In analyzing the history 
of bad times in the past, Babson finds that those industries 
which are hit first are the first to recover, and also that 
in periods of depression, the farm business has been one 
of the first business groups to emerge. 

The writer points to the increased purchasing power 
of the farm dollar through the lower prices for the things 
he has to buy, to the stability of the farming enterprise, 
its greater interest and attractiveness through the in- 
creased use of labor-saving machinery, and the extension 
of electric power lines, and the improvement that should 
come in the marketing processes through the lesson the 
farmer has learned as to the indispensabilitiy of coopera- 
tive effort.

Brigham Bill Approved 


N Associated Press dispatch from Washington, re- 
A ceived just as we go to press, advises that the House 

Agricultural Committee on February 3 approved the 
the Brigham Bill, to tax ten cents a pound on all oleo- 
margarine, yellow in eolor. This bill will extend the exist- 
ing tax on artificially colored butter substitutes to include 
those colored with palm oil and soy bean oil, which under 
a ruling of the Commissioner of Internal Revenue, is now 
considered as naturally colored. The Brigham Bill has 
been endorsed by farm and dairy organizations from all 
parts of the country and many readers of the dairy indus- 
try have appeared at hearings before the committee. The 
formal approval by the Agricultural Committee may be 
regarded as an important step toward its early passage 
by the House. A large group of Congressmen represent- 
ing dairy sections of the country has organized with Con- 
gressman Strong as chairman to endeavor to secure prompt 
action on this and other bills relating to the use of butter 
substitutes. Readers of Holstein-Friesian World can be of 
material assistance in the passage of this legislation, so 
vital to the very life of the dairy industry, by writing per- 
gonal letters to the Senators and Representatives urging 
their support of these bills. We may be sure that oleo 
interests will not sit idly by without bring pressure to bear 
on Congress. Here is an opportunity for every dairyman 
to do his little bit to improve his own business.

Otto Wagner 


N December 24, 1930, 
O Otto Wagner, Bonduel, 

Wisconsin, passed 
away at St. Mary’s Hospital, 
Shawano. He had suffered a 
lingering illness after an auto 
accident in June 1930, which 
brought about internal in- 
juries. He leaves a widow 
and four children: Walter, 
aged 25; a married daughter, 
Gertrude; and two younger 
sons, Arthur, 21, and Otto, 
Jr., 3 years old. 

Mr. Wagner was well 
known in Holstein circles in 
Wisconsin as his herd, aside 
from being shown for a num- 
ber of years at Northern Wis- 
consin fairs, advanced in the 
years 1929 and 1930 to the 
highest averaging herd in 
Herd Improvement Work to 
date in the United States, 
having produced an average 
of 644.1 lbs. butterfat from 
17,372 lbs. milk with an aver- 
age test of 3.7% fat. The size 
of the herd was 11.3 cows for 
the year. 


Mr. Wagner began breeding Holsteins eighteen years 
ago when Holsteins were comparatively new in northern 
Wisconsin and he has been a member of the Holstein- 
Friesian Breeders Association of America since 1916. In 
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1920 he purchased from Pabst Farms, Pabst King Lad 
20th, which proved an excellent investment as one of his 
daughters in Mr. Wagner’s herd later produced 1,216 lbs. 
butter from 25,747 lbs. milk. Besides siring a number of 
females which made good records, this bull is the sire 
of King Piebe Colantha Pontiac Lad, one of the well-known 
present herd sires at Silver Glen Farms. 

In 1922 Mr. Wagner purchased another Pabst bull, 
Pabst Creator Dora Champion, a son of Creator from the 
noted Pabst Dora Champion who is a daughter of Korn- 
dyke Segis Johanna from Champion Dora Korndyke. Re- 
cently one of this bull’s daughters produced 36 lbs. of 
buter in 7 days as a 4-year-old, and 949 lbs. butter in a 
year as a 3-year-old. 

Mr. Wagner was a comparatively young man as he had 
just reached the age of 54 years. His untimely death will 
be felt by all Holstein breeders of Wisconsin.

OR our cover illustration this week, we have appro- 
F priately selected a view showing a part of the out- 
standing Holstein herd owned by the County of Essex 
and maintained at its Overbrook Farm, Cedar Grove, N. J. 
This beauty spot is more of an exercise ground than a 
pasture, as the herd of 180 head is maintained upon a farm 
of only 60 acres. From this it is evident that pasturage 
plays a relatively small part in the Overbrook system of 
herd management. In spite of this handicap, the pure 
bred Holstein herd is maintained on a sound economic 
basis, supplying high class milk for the 2,600 mental 
patients and 500 attendants and employees at the Over- 
brook institution. This is made possible only by the high 
quality of the herd, which has made an average of over 
13,000 lbs. per cow for the past five years, a very unusual 
average in a herd of this size, numbering around 100 milk- 
ing cows and heifers each year. 
Under the management of Mark Keeney, this herd has 
made an oustanding showing in the matter of records, 
ranking second for the United States in total number of 
Honor List points won during the past five years. Further 
details of the work of this interesting establishment are 
given in the leading feature article this week.

MORE HISTORY 

It has been generally believed that the early importa: 
tions of Mr. Winthrop W. Chenery have no descendants 
among our present day cattle. On pages 4 and 5 of your 
Holstein-Friesian history, mention is made of Mr. Chen- 
ery’s importations up to and including the year 1859. The 
history here states, “But unfortunately all of them con- 
tracted lung plague or contagious pleuro-pneumonia and 
all of them and their descendants and the descendants of 
the previous importations with the exception of one young 
bull were destroyed by the Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts in its successful effort to stamp out this disease.” 

H.-F. History speaks of a later importation, in 1861, of 
four cows and a bull which, together with the bull left 
from the 1857 importation, formed the nucleus of the 
herd which Mr. Chenery continued to breed up until his 
death in 1877. It further states, “Few cattle of the pres- 
ent day trace to the Chenery importations and there seem 
to have been few if any individuals of outstanding merit 
or great prepotency among them.” 

Now, please get me perfectly clear on this, I am in no 
way trying to detract from the splendid work you people 
executed in the writing of Holstein-Friesian History. It 
is a most excellent piece of work and of great value to 
any present day breeder of Holstein-Friesian cattle. 

However, in chasing down some bloodlines for an en- 
tirely different purpose and without thought at all of the 
text of Holstein-Friesian History, I found, in Vol. 1 of the 
Holstein Herd Book, Second Dutchman No. 37, bred by 
Mr. Chenery. The sire is given as Dutchman, No. 7, and 
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the dam, Lady Rutten No. 19, both of whom were im- 
ported by Mr. Chenery in 1857. Below the record of this 
registration appears this note by the editor of the herd 
book, (Second Dutchman is the only pure-blood animal 
now living descended from the “Chenery importations” of 
1852, 1857 and 1859.) 

In looking up the ancestry of Duchess Ormsby, the 
foundation of the family, which bears her name, I find 
that she is a great granddaughter of Fifth Prince of 
Orange, a bull who derives his blood entirely from animals 
imported by Mr. Chenery. He traces twice to Second 
Dutchman of the 1857 importation. He traces three time» 
to Texelaar, twice to Maid of Opperdoes and once each to 
Zuider Zee, Lady Midwould and Hollander, these being 
the four cows and bull, respectively, who made up the 
Chenery importation of 1861. 

When thinking of Ormsbys, most of our present day 
breeders go back only to the so-called “Mother Ormsby” 
cow, Pietertje Maid Ormsby, she a twice world’s champion 
butter producer, who was sired by a grandson of Duchess 
Ormsby. In Holstein-Friesian History, you have given 
considerable space to the “Ormsbys” and to the Pietertje 
Maid Ormsby line in particular. 


To go into detail regarding all the accomplishments 
of the members of this great line would take a book of 
quite sizeable proportions. In addition to all you have 
said, it might be brought out that when Duchess Ormsby 
made her record of 24.275 lb. butter in a week early in 
January, 1899, her milk showed an average vutterfat con- 
tent of 5.44 per cent. This high butterfat content aided 
materially in dispelling the “skim-milk” illusions of both 
friends and foes of the Holstein cow and from then on 
down to the present day the Ormsbys have been heralded 
for their great production of milk rich in butterfat. 

At the time Duchess Ormsby and her five daughters 
had the world’s record for average production of dam and 
five daughters, it might be said there were only three so- 
called 30-lb. cows and records such as those that were 
made by Duchess Ormsby and her daughters did much to 
popularize the breed at that time. You mentioned Duchess 
Ormsby 2d as the one daughter who seemed to transmit 
more than any of her other daughters. That is, of course, 
most noticeable in her son being the sire of Pietertje Maid 
Ormsby. You mentioned one daughter of Duchess Ormsby 
2d. Another deserving mention is Duchess Ormsby 2d’s 
Hengerveld De Kol, whose record of over 19 lbs. butter 
in 7 days at 25 months old was a world’s record, when 
made. Duchess Ormsby 3d also had a high record daugh- 
ter, she being 27th highest of all cows tested, at that time. 


Brief mention was also made of Duchess Ormsby Piebe 
Burke and Duchess Ormsby Butter King, the two sons 
of Duchess Ormsby. Among their own daughters was 
one who reached the charmed 40-lb. list. She, Sadie Vale 
Concordia 4th (41 lb.), together with her daughter, Sadie 
Vale Concordia 4th Pietje (38 lb.), were one of the highest 
record combinations of mother and daughter. Another 
daughter of these sires, Alcartra Polkadot Ormsby (31 Ib.), 
had 5 A. R. O. daughters, two of them over 30 lb., one of 
these being K P Alcartra, whose records of 30.87 lb. butter 
in a week and 121.29 lb. in a month at 3% yrs. and 761.46 
lb. butter in a year at 26 mo. were all world’s records 
when made. 


I fully realize that a work such as your Holstein-Frie- 
sian History cannot embrace all detail and much seem- 
ingly very important detail must, of necessity, be omitted. 
I call attention to these statistics I have given not as a 
criticism or in any way wishing to detract from the ex- 
cellence of your work. I bring them out merely to add to 
the high excellence of this line of breeding. 

Just how much of the greatness of our present-day 
Ormsbys is due to the prepotency of those of their an- 
cestors who trace in a direct line to the Chenery importa- 
tions is, of course, a matter of conjecture. However, we 
can truthfully say that a very large proportion of our 
present-day Holsteins are directly descended from the 
early importations of Mr. Chenery and we are justified in 
giving credit to Mr. Chenery for his early beneficial in- 
fluence upon the industry in this country, a credit which 
many felt should be given him but found no record to 
substantiate. 

There may be other lines tracing to these same im- 
portations. I have made no effort to find such, merely 
making use of such facts as came to me in search of other 
material.

Dr. Walter 
Wisnicky, state veterinarian, is down for an address in 
the morning on a subject that is of vital interest right 
now, the topic being “The Blood Test—How Far Shall 
We Go?’

“What Next in Agriculture.” Business sessions will be 
held both morning and afternoon, and during the course 
of the two days, talks will be presented by John Thomp- 
son, editor of the Wisconsin Agriculturist and Farmer;

in the Western part of the State. This 
area comprises 12,968 square miles of 
territory. The number of herds op- 
erating under the accredited herd plan 
in this large area is 64,182, represent- 
ing 581,423 cattle. The records show 


that there are only 461 untested herds, 


made up of 2,209 cattle in this area. 
The owners of these untested cattle 
can make this large area 100% tuber- 
culin tested by cooperation. These 
owners may have their herds tuber- 
culin tested quite promptly by getting 
in touch with the State, Federal or 
County Veterinarian in this county or 
with their County Agent. 
Bureau of Animal Industry, 
E. T. Faulder, Director.

Now that the colored palm oil is available 
at very low prices, a product resembling butter in color can be manufactured that side 
steps the terms artifically colored and which the unwary purchaser might buy in the. be- 
lief that it is butter.

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Club Notes 


IDAHO ASSOCIATION ANNUAL MEETING 


The Idaho Holstein-Friesian Association’s annual meet- 
ing at Burley, Idaho, on January 5 and 6, attended by 
about 100 breeders of the state, was the best held in the 
state to date. 


President R. T. Davis, of Weiser, Idaho, called the 
meeting to order, and following the secretary-treasurer’s 
report by Mr. G. F. Wohlgamuth, of Nampa, Dr. Davis 
reviewed the past year’s activity of the state association. 
His report revealed that 12 spring Holstein shows held in 
the state during 1930 had a total of 663 Holsteins shown 
by more than 300 exhibitors. The calf club, members con- 
tributed 158 of the Holsteins shown at these shows. He 
stressed the fact that the ring side attendance at these 
12 shows showed a total of 4,810, while at many of our 
fall fairs, where the total attendance would run as high 
as 20,000, a much smaller ringside would be following 
the judging. Mr. Davis stated: “There can be no doubt 
that our spring Holstein shows are doing more than any 
other one thing in Idaho to encourage our Idaho dairy- 
men to standardize entire communities with the black and 
white cow.” He revealed further that there had been a 
three per cent increase in the numbers of Holsteins shown 
in the 1930 spring shows over that in 1929. 


Dr. E. M. Gildow, association professor of veterinary 
science of the University of Idaho, Moscow, then gave a 
very fine discussion on contagious abortion. Dr. Gildow 
outlined methods of control in a very practical manner, 
and it was apparent by the discussion following his talk 
that many of our Idaho breeders plan on participating in 
the cooperative plan of cleaning up their herds. 

The evening banquet arranged by County Agent W. W. 
Palmer and Dan Warren, district extension agent of Bur- 
ley, and the Holstein breeders of Cassai county was the 
most enjoyable affair of its kind staged in the state to 
date. Col. E. O. Walter, genial auctioneer, of Filer, toast- 
master, was responsible for our enjoyment of a full eve- 
ning of fun. Dr. G. F. Wehlgamuth, fieldman for Carna- 
tion Condensary of Nampa and secretary of the Idaho 
Association spoke on the relationship of the manufacturer 
to the producer, stressing the fact that under prevailing 
butterfat prices the manufacturer is doing everything pos- 
sible to assist in bringing conditions back to normal 
through the increased consumption of dairy products. 
He reviewed the work of the state dairyman’s association 
during 1930, showing that that organization has expended 
several thousand dollars in advertising and has employed 
a trained demonstrator to work in cooperation with the 
dairy council in the schools. Dr. Wohlgamuth emphasized 
the fact that the producer can assist materially in this 
campaign through the production of only high quality 
products. Dean E. J. Iddings, dean of agriculture, Uni- 
versity of Idaho, gave the address of the evening. In his 
characteristically interesting and educational manner. Dean 
Iddings traced the development of dairying in Idaho, re- 
vealing its growth both in the production of dairy pro- 
ducts and in the breeding of pure bred cattle. He also 
brought many interesting suggestions from his many trips 
to foreign countries which he visited on his tour around 
the world. 

The second day’s session opened with a talk by Mr. 
D. L. Fourt, dairy extension specialist, of the University 
of Idaho. Mr. Fourt emphasized the fact that Idaho can 
be known as the greatest state in the country for “out 
door dairying” due to the methods of management prac- 
ticed by Idaho’s dairymen. This is due to the absence of 
extreme cold during the winter months; the fact that no 
loss of hay would be incurred by stacking it outside; that 
large expensive barns are unnecessary; that our dairy 
cattle can be allowed to remain in the out-of-doors at all 
times except during milking times, thus assuring healthier, 
cleaner cows and therefore a higher quality finished pro- 
duct. His review of data compiled by him on production 
costs in the state under Idaho conditions revealed that, 
through the unlimited source of high quality alfalfa hay 
selling as it does at most all times for less than $10.00 per 
ton, places the Idaho dairyman in a position to insure 
for himself a net income that cannot be equalled in any 
other section. 

Prof. F. W. Atkeson, head of the department of dairy 
husbandry of the University of Idaho, spoke on the busi- 
ness details connected with the breeding of pure bred 
Holsteins. He gave the breeders many helpful sugges- 
tions in the conducting of their business. 
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H. A. Mathiesen, Northwestern representative of the 
Holstein-Friesian Association of America, reviewed the 
progress of the breed in the Northwest. He stated that 
94, or 56% of the 166 herds in the honor roll producing 
over 300 pounds of fat were Holsteins. The only two 
herds in the state to average over 500 pounds of fat were 
both Holsteins. Twenty-five Holstein calf clubs were 
organized in the state in 1930 with an enrollment of 189 
members, all owning Holstein calves. At the present 
time there are 415 Holstein calf club members owning 
420 Holstein calves in the state. His report revealed 
that the state association had had an increase of 103% 
in state members during 1930 over 1929. 

The afternoon program was devoted to demonstrations 
by two of the local Holstein calf club members, one on 
the production of high quality milk, and the other on new 
and tasty ways of using dairy products in the home. Both 
of these demonstrations were unusually good and were 
thoroughly enjoyed by all present. 

Mr. R. T. Davis, of Weiser, was unanimously reelected 
president of the state association. This is Mr. Davis’ 
eighth consecutive term as president of the Idaho asgo- 
ciation. During this time he has devoted many weeks 
to travel in going to all parts of the state attending spring 
Holstein shows, fall fairs, county association meetings, 
and, in fact, on every occasion where the advancement 
of the Holstein cow is to be considered. Mr. Chester 
Eggers, of Meridian, was elected vice president. Dr. G. 
F. Wohlgamuth, of Namba, was reelected secretary-treas- 
urer, an office which he is now filling for the fifth conse- 
cutive term. H. T. Jacobs of Delco, F. W. Atkeson, Mos- 
cow; A. H. Jagels, Buhl; C. J. Mock, Downey; C. H. 
Linsenman, Victor; and George Halton, Nampa, were 
elected directors. 

The following were nominated as delegates for the 
annual meeting of the Holstein-Friesian Association of: 
America: R. T. Davis, Weiser; H. T. Jacobs, Delco; C. H. 
Linsenman, Victor, and Chris Lillegard, Boise. 

Resolutions were passed asking that fairs do not re- 
quire that both sexes be shown in the get of sire, also 
a resolution urging all fairs in the state to award breeders 
ribbons in addition to regular ribbons. 

Following the adjournment of the meeting many of 
the breeders attending drove to Twin Falls to attend the 
banquet of the Idaho Creamery Operators where Mr. Davis 
was one of the speakers. H. A. M.

Mr. Winger writes 
that Holsteins were shown in some- 
what greater numbers this year than 
last and that the quality of the show 
was considerably better as a whole, 
especially in the female division. The 
largest gallery that has ever watched 
a Holstein show at Denver followed 
the placings of Prof. George E. Mor- 
ton of Ft. Collins, Colo., indicating 
the growing interest in our breed in 
the Rocky Mountain section. 


The two-year-old bull class is de- 
scribed as rather plain, although it 
brought out the senior and grand 
champion of the show, Diamond K 
Wayne Arapahoe, owned by Diamond 
K Ranch, Littleton, Colo. The seven 
senior yearling bulls made a good 
class and the junior bull calf class is 
mentioned by Mr. Winger as the out- 
standing section of the bull show, al- 
though the junior champion came out 
of the senior calf class. He was Dia- 
mond K, Dutchland Avoca, another 
Diamond K product. 


The aged cow class was a real one, 
headed by Cragdale Valentine Sky- 
lark Ormsby, owned by C. W. Henry, 
Greeley, Colo. She went through for 
her second grand championship and 
made a highly satisfactory champion, 
showing great quality and type. The 
three-year-old class was also good and 
the winner, Mtn. Maid Belle Colantha 
Champion, gave the Henry cow stiff 
competition for the championship and 
is likely to give her even a harder 
battle next year. She is owned by the 
State Industrial School, who also 
brought out the first, third and fourth 
prize winners in the two-year-old class. 


Modern Woodmen Sanatorium took 
first and fourth in the senior yearling 
class and also topped the strong jun- 
ior yearling class, taking junior cham- 
pion honors with the winner of the 
latter class, Woodcraft Sunflower 
Ormsby. The same herd also won 
the senior heifer calf class with Dia- 
mond K second. 


The junior heifer calf class was 
won by a fourteen-year-old boy, son 
of one of the Milliken Bros., of 
Brighton, Colo. He raised and fitted 
the calf for 4-H work and deserves 
great credit for winning the blue at 
this strong show.

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THE HERD IMPROVEMENT TEST 
The New Year 


We are starting the new year with 
977 herds on test for Herd Improve- 
ment Registry. These herds are _ lo- 
cated in 35 states and include a total 
ot nearly 7500 cows and heifers. Wis- 
consin leads in herds with 64 herds 
and 1151 cows, but Michigan, with 47 
herds, has 1863 cows on test. New 
York has 26 herds with 650 cows and 
Ohio 25 herds with 657 cows, Mary- 
land coming next with 8 herds and 
289 cows. 

This is a good beginning and we 
hope that many new herds may be 
added during the year. Milk prices 
have declined sharply during the past 
few weeks and those herds that have 
been tested regularly and culled care- 
fully are in better position now than 
herds without production figures as a 
basis for culling. These are difficult 
times, but they emphasize the impor- 
tance of careful management of the 
herd and the necessity for records of 
production as a basis for selection. 
We must not be too badly discouraged. 
All lines of business have been seri- 
ously affected by the prolonged pe- 
riod of depression throughout the 
country. The dairy business has come 
through as well as others and, in fact, 
has been far better than most lines 
until recently. Dairying is an essen- 
tial industry and is bound to improve 
as soon as general conditions begin 
to brighten up, so let’s not be down- 
hearted. Instead, we should redouble 
our efforts to improve our herds; 
check up carefully on every phase of 
herd management to see that all de- 
tails are handled in the best way pos- 
sible under existing conditions; and, 
finally, keep our herds on test so that 
we may have actual production fig- 
ures as a basis for selection.

Volume 2 of the Red Book, which 
covers reports of herds completing a 
year’s test during the 12 months’ pe- 
riod ended with September 30, 1930, 
will be ready for distribution soon. 
We have nearly finished with the read- 
ing of proof and expect the books will 
be ready for the mail in February.

New Basis for Herd Averages 

Under the new plan for figuring 
herd averages, as approved by the 
Board of Directors in October, only 
cows which have been in the herd 10 
months and first-calf heifers that have 
been in milk 10 months of the herd 
test year will be included. This will 
do away with the original system of 
combining several cows in the herd for 
a few months each and reporting them 
on the cow-month basis. Instead, each 
cow and heifer included in the herd 
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herds and these are all figured on the 
new basis as outlined above. Twen- 
ty-one herds included only Classifica- 
tion C cows, one herd is all “A”, one 
all ‘B”’, and three are of mixed 
classification. Thirteen of these 21 
herds have averages exceeding a 
pound of fat daily per cow. Six of 
the “C” herds exceed 400 Ibs. fat per 
cow for the year, C. S. Ellis, Omro, 
Wiscosin, leading with a herd of five 
cows averaging 12,787 lbs. milk and 


465.3 lbs. fat, and Charles O’Harrow, 
Fisk, Wisconsin, has an average of 
12,051 Ibs. milk and 457.1 lbs. fat for 
a herd of six cows. Beier Brothers, 
Rush Lake, Wisconsin, come third in 
the group of “C” herds in this report, 
with an average of 12,047 lbs. milk and 
435.6 lbs. fat for 11 cows. Harvey G.

The Sunday Edition of the Detroit 
Free Press recently carried an inter- 
esting story of Frank B. Ainger, Jr., 
and his bull, Sir Hengerveld Per- 
sistency, the only All-American ani- 
mal thus far to be bred in Michigan.

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The story carries a large illustration 
of Sir Hengerveld Peristency and Mr. 
Ainger, and gives an interesting ac- 
count of some of the achievements of 
this herd, with particular attention to 
the unusual circumstances surrounding 
Mr. Ainger’s entry into the breeding 
pusiness. His farm at Northville, 
Mich., was purchased originally with 
the idea in mind of laying out a golf 
course. A herd of twenty-seven Hol- 
steins was thrown in with the farm. 
Becoming interested in the cattle and 
the problems of breeding, Mr. Ainger, 
instead of carrying out his original 
intention of developing a golf course, 
has gone on with the dairy develop- 
ment and now has a herd of 160 head, 
largely pure bred Holsteins, but with 
a few Guernseys as well. One of the 
interesting incidents recounted in the 
story was trading of seven of the 
original Holsteins to Burr Hoover, of 
Livingston County, with a cash con- 
sideration to boot, in return for one 
cow, who later became the dam of Sir 
Hengerveld Persistency, the only 
Michigan-bred All-American winner. 
The season’s record of Sir Hengerveld 
Persistency is given in this story in- 
cluding winnings in class at seven 
major fairs—Ohio, Michigan, Ken- 
tucky, Tennessee State Fairs. Mid- 
South Dairy Show at Memphis, Dairy 
Cattle Congress at Waterloo and the 
National Dairy Exposition. At three 
of the seven shows the bull was grand 
champion. Mr. Ainger, who is head of 
the F. B. Ainger Printing Company 
of Detroit, won the premier breeder 
award on Guernseys at the Michigan 
State Fair in 1928 and 1929 and took 
the same honor on Holsteins in 1930. 
The whole achievement is very nicely 
featured in this widely circulated De- 
troit newspaper. 





New York Institution Farms, under 
the direction of C. H. Baldwin, director 
of this bureau, have instituted a con- 
test in milk production. The contest 
is based upon the percentage of in- 
crease per cow in the dairy, which 
basis should be especially stimulating 
to the improvement of the lower pro- 
ducing herds. There is quite a range 
in the average production of the thirty 
herds maintained at these institution 
farms of New York State, the lowest 
average being 6,589 lbs. in a herd of 
92 cows, while Auburn, the only all 
pure bred Holstein herd, made the 
fine average for the past two years of 
14,347.4 lbs., with an average number 
of 35.5 cows. Seven of the thirty in- 
stitution herds have average over 10-. 
000 lbs. per cow for the past two 
years, five others in the 9,000-lb, class, 
ten are in the 8,000-lb. range, four in 
the 7,000-lb. list, and four others under 
7,000 lbs. down to 6,589 Ibs. These 
thirty institution herds contain a total 
of nearly 2,000 milking cows. Pure 
bred Holsteins sires are in general 
use in these herds, although at present 
the Auburn Prison Farm is the only 
one made up of pure bred females, 


these being of the Holstein-Friesian 
breed. 





H. G. Miller, Northfield, Minn., 
owner of one of the best known herds 
in Minnesota, has recently completed 
a number of splendid year records. 
During the past year he has had four- 
teen cows on test and is still running 
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a string of eight. The best record 
completed was on the junior three 
year old, Belle Korndyke Ormsby Jo- 
hanna 3rd, who finished with 858 
pounds fat. This heifer is a daugh- 
ter of Sir Glen Champion Ormsby, Mr.

Zella Rose 
Uilkje Ormsby, a full sister to Zella 
Johanna Rose Ormsby, finished the 
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year with 756 pounds fat. Miss Dean 
Ormsby, a maternal sister to Zella 
Johanna Rose Ormsby, by Dean of the 
Ormsbys, made a record of 782 pounds 
fat. Miss Dean Ormsby is the dam of 
the calf club heifer than Kenneth 
Miller won first on at the Minnesota 
State Fair and the National Dairy 
Show last fall.

It is very interesting to trace back 


these daughters of Segis Walker 
Matador that Carnation Milk Farms 
have sold as calves or young heifers, 
for we find that none were sold after 
1925 and that the few which were sold 
between 1921 and 1925 carried with 
them what was then considered the 
super enthusiasm of the Carnation 
Farms’ Sales Manager for the profit 
possibilities in buying daughters of 
that bull at that time. 

‘One of the first of these to be of- 
fered was purchased by H. B. Ayres 
of Westerly, Rhode Island. In those 
days Segis Walker Matador had no 
tested daughter to speak of, yet we 
find in the Carnation Milk Farm News 
of those days statements by the sales 
manager that the man who bought 
this heifer would indeed find himself 
in a fortunate position in years to 
come. This no doubt was not taken 
seriously at that time for the bidding 
on this young animal was not parti- 
cularly spirited. Her name was First 
Lady of Earlcrest, and she developed 
into one of the greatest producers in 
the state of Rhode Island. Her owner 
might have sold her many times at a 
considerable profit but wisely re- 
frained from doing so, and she now 
appears of course among the 1,000- 
pound daughters of Segis Walker 
Matador, whose records seem to be 
more or less the same whether they 
are tested in the East, the West, the 
North or the South. 

The story of Carnation Walker 
Agassiz No. 874205, the Segis Walker 
Matador daughter who has just com- 
pleted her 1,000-pound record in Okla- 
home, is a very significant one and 
vindicates the faith which the sales 
department at Carnation Milk Farms 
had in this line of breeding back in 
1925. 


This yearling heifer was shipped in 
a carload to Carnation Milk Farms 
at Oconomowoc, Wisconsin, from 
Carnation Milk Farms at Seattle, 
Washington, probably not to sell but 
to have a daughter of Segis Walker 
Matador in the Middle West to be 
shown to visitors. Shortly after this 
Mr. J. F. Robinson of Miami, Okla- 
home, in search of foundation ani- 
mals stopped off at Carnation Milk 
Farms on a visit, and during the 
course of his conversation with Mer- 
ton Moore, the farm sales manager, 
happened to mention that he would 
like to purchase one outstanding 
foundation cow for his herd; where- 
upon Mr. Moore immediately jumped 
to his feet and exclaimed that he had 
just such a cow as Mr. Robinson 
needed and he hoped Mr. Robinson 
would buy her immediately as he did 
not expect that there would ever 
again be a similar opportunity. 

When Mr. Robinson was taken in- 
to the barn and shown a yearling 
heifer who had very little in the way 
of a pedigree to recommend her and 


was asked to pay $600 for this young- 


ster, he naturally felt little inclined 
to take it seriously.

ever, that Mr. Moore continued to 
impress upon him the importance of 
securing this Segis Walker Matador 








ment of enthusiastic recommenda- 
tions which were cast in his direction 
by Mr. Moore. Probably feeling that 
he had thrown his money away, for 
he was entirely unfamiliar with Segis 
Walker Matador at that time, he had 
this heifer shipped to the farm of 
Robinson and Maness, Miami, Okla- 
homa, on September 8, 1925. 

Two years later the Carnation Milk 
Farms undergoing its nation-wide 
search for daughters of Segis Walker 
Matador attempted to buy this heifer 
back from Mr. Robinson and received 
from him a letter in which he states 
that this was not only the finest pro- 
ducing heifer he had ever had any 
experience with, but he believed the 
most profitable producer in the State 
of Oklahoma and that he did not care 
to sell. 

Upon the death of Mr. Robinson, 
something over a year ago, Mr. C. E. 
Griffith of Big Cabin, Oklahoma, who 
is ever on the lookout for good ani- 
mals for his herd approached Mr. 
Robinson’s partner by letter, secured 
a price on this heifer and immedi- 
ately purchased her. Up to that 
time she had never been officially 
tested and Mr. Griffith’s sole purpose 
in buying her was to secure a daugh- 
ter of Segis Walker Matador to deter- 
mine whether or not that line of 
breeding carried the possibilities 
which were credited to it. 

Upon unloading the heifer from the 
car, Mr. Griffith found that her hoofs 
had grown out in such a manner that 
he felt that they required immed- 
iate treatment. The heifer was also 
in a very thin condition of flesh and 
he was inclined to be disappointed 
in her appearance. He immediately 
had her feet trimmed which made 
them extremely tender, but he did 
not intend putting the animal on of- 
ficial test until she had had a year’s 
rest and development because of the 
thin condition of flesh in which she 
arrived. A few days after her ar- 
rival however she freshened and al- 
though her feet were very tender, she 
didn’t carry an extra ounce of fat on 
her body, she was soon milking over 
100 pounds of milk a day in the cus- 
tomary Segis Walker Matador fash- 
ion. The choice as to whether or not 
she should be tested was quickly 
made and while it was not anticipated 
at first that the test would be carried 
through the entire year, her continued 
heavy production kept her under 
semi-official supervision. 

Oklahoma experienced the hottest 
summer in its history in 1930, and 
this cow dropped during the hot 
weather to 55 pounds of milk per day. 
Unlike other cows, however, who 
went through this terrible heat, this 
Segis Walker Matador daughter re- 
sponded to the cooler weather which 
followed in the fall by continually in- 
creasing her production up to 70 
pounds a day, and as stated above 
finished her year the last day milk- 
ing 65 pounds of milk. 

Under date of January 16, Mr. 
Griffith has written, “Her feet are 
getting in pretty good shape now and 
she is bred to freshen in September 
which will give her a good rest and 
a chance to get in condition. If 
everything goes well with her, we 
hope to make her the first 1,000-pound 
fat cow and the first 30,000-pound 
milk cow in this South country.”
